Demands for a reduction of salarloS 
of all deputies, clerks and other at- 
taches of county offices and the ellm* 
InaUon of several county employes 
were Included among the recoramon- 
daUons mode to the board of Super- 
viBora In apecUl meeting -by tha 
special committee, yesterday. 

The committee after many days oC 
deliberation on the various mattera 
attendant to the grave financial prob- 
lem of the county returned a volum- 
inous report covering almost 20 iKigea 
of Toolscap size. 

Might Cut Wages 2 Per Cent 
^Vhllo the amount ot tho reductloa 
of salaries to be recommended wad 
not definitely delormlned It was Indl-' 
coted that It might bo In t?ie nolgtt- 
borhood of 2 per cent for each em- 
ploye. In addition to the salary cuts 
the committee recommended that at 
least two highway patrolmen be 
eliminated and that at least one moni 
be dropped from the Janitors' -foroa 
In the courthouse. 

The committee believes t;iat by 
following lU recbmmendatlons ot re- 
ducing salaries In the courthouse tho 
county would save about $51,000 an- 
nually. All departments of U»o coun- 
ty would be affected by the reduc- 
tions. 

The delinquency of township? to 
the county In paymenU of their obli- 
gations tor the maintenance of the 
county hospital and county poor 
farm was discussed a length. Sev- 
eral of the townships Including Wau- 
kegan are planning to retire their 
dobta in InstaUr-cnt payments.^ 
Urge Legislation. 
Request -that the board take action 
to force paymeht of delinquent taxes 
and to urge passage of a bill pend- 
ing In the state legislature which 
eliminates the penalty of 12 per cent 
of back taxes are paid this year was 
urged. The board memljers were 
also urged to press their request for 
legislation to revise tho state high- 
way laws In order that gas tax funds 
can bo diverted into tho general fund 
of the county. ; 

The county now haa current debts 
of nearly $400,000 of which .nearly 
$200,000 represents debts owed to 
merchants and supply houses lathe 
county for materials and auppUea. 

Failure to Iron out the financial 
tangle may result In curtoilraont of 
operations of the county ofilces. tho 
county hospital and county poor farm 
and may result in payless paydays 
for oDlclals and omployes.

Authoritative surveys demonstrate that the habitual- 
ly careless driver, like the habitual criminal, never re- 
forms. \i he is reckless, incompetent or congcnitally 
unable to drive properly, the chances arc that he will 
never change. No matter how many accidents he may 
bavc, and how many times he may be arrested, he will 
continue to cause more accidents and violate more traffic 
laws. Thousands of cases arc on record where one driver 
has been responsible for a score or more of accidents 
within a relatively short period of time. Such dnvcrs 
menace the life, health and property of us all— they have 
no right to drive automobiles. 

It is estimated that, after the 1955 legislative sessions 
ariose, 85 to 90 per cent of all motorists in the country 
will be affected by a safety responsibility law. It will be 
a potent weapon in the war against our mounting toll of 
automobile accidents— nine out of ten of which are 

easily avoidable.

TAXES VERSUS INCOME 
Apologists for the growing burden of taxation often 
state that the rise in taxes, when measured by the rise in 
our income, is not so important as it now seems. 

Yet a recent editorial in the Syracuse Post-Standard 
shows that Federal, state and local expenditures arc now 
five times as great as they were before the war. Tax col- 
lections, consequently, have risen in the same proportion. 
By contrast with this, the prices received by farmers 
for their products are but 2 per cent above the 1910- 
1914 level — and the real wages received by industrial 
-fto.kers arc but 21 per cent greater. 

The cost of taxation has risen most steadily and more 
rapidly than other costs borne by businesses and indi- 
vM'.!.M*5. Where, not so long ago, a national debt of one 
biUion dollars was regarded as being dangerous, wc now 
face a Federal debt of over $30,000,000,000. All units 
of government have gone on a spending spree, and have 
doled out billions of dollars, much of which has been 
used for projects that were neither necessary nor desir- 
able. They have issued bond after bond — ^apparently 
not realizing that the bonds, which amount to mort- 



During four years ot unpara 
Lincoln was the rock that could not be swayed by 
mob scnriment, by fear, by the lust for power, by the 
desire for personal- -gain. No man ever possessed a 
greater hatred for war — yet Lincoln went into the 
Civil War deliberately, knowing that tragic as the 
waste of men and resources would be, it was essential 
to the preservation of the Union. Between I860 and 
1864 America stood at the crossroads — and Lincoln 
drove relentlessly forward on the course that meant 
the continuance of liberty, democracy, and Consritu- 
tional principles. 

The issues that surrounded Lincoln have passed, 

but the characteristics of the man remain, and will not 

be forgotten. In times like these when so-called 

emergency measures threaten the very foundation of 

our Constitutional government, it is well to remember 

Lincoln and his work.

In an editorial on modern agriculture, the Dairymen's 
League News says: 

"Farmers, both ai sellers and as buyers of commodi- 
ties, are taking their chance in the rough and tumble of 
competitive business. They are obliged to match them- 
selves against other business men and other industries. 
Practically all other business and industry is strongly 
organized, and farmers cannot hope to be successful in 
their competition unless they are organized. The strong- 
er their organization, the greater will be the marketing 
and buying power of agriculture." 

The Dairymen's League Cooperative Association 
knows what it is talking about — a pioneer in the eastern 
dairy field, it is a living example of the achievements of 
aggressive, loyal cooperation among farmers. The or- 
ganized farmer has every advantage over his disorganized 
neighbor — as a thousand cases have proven. The farm- 
ers who arc making progress now in effecting recovery, 
are the farmers who belong to strong, hard-working co- 
operatives. 

The cooperative movement — which is steadily gain- 
ing in scope and strength — is the best thing that ever 
happened to American agriculture.

DEEDS 

The term "deeda" In a legal fienso 
refers to papers (roferrwl to as In- 
Blrumenta") boiween partlos. convey- 
ing or releasing rights In real eatnte. 
There are various forma of deedi), 
and wo ahall refer hero to the morit 
popular forms: Statutory Warranty 
Deed. Qullclnlm Deed, Ilnleaao Deed, 
Trust Dficd, Maater'a Deed. 

Before the law was clear and net- 
tled on thoae questlona, almost every 
deed executed was In a different 
form, depending upon tho knowledge 
of the person preparing It. To over- 
come much confusion, the laws rtt 
Illinois were framed to overcome 
much uncertainty by providing a defl- 
nlle form of deed.

In »pllo of tho apparent Bimpllclty 
of deeds, It still remains a very tocU- 
nlcal subject, and no poraon ahouM 
nltempl to draw his own deed, wltk- 
out the nafllBlancG of a competent 
lawyer, for errors which may Inad- 
vertently bo made may prove to be 
very coBtly. requiring a lawnull U 
correct Uio eamc.
